LONDON, Nov. 18.—The first Amert- 
can troops to depart homeward as a 
result of the signing of the armistice 
will be 18,000 men stationed in Eng- 
land.

THE REPUBLICAN 
RECONSTRUCTION PROGRAM. 


The Republican’ program in preparation for re- 
construction is by far the most comprehensive piece 
of lefislation yet brought forward to deal with the 
problems we are going to face within the next few 
years. Democratic members of congress have sub- 
mitted certain schemes, designed chiefly to keep 


in the hands of the administration. But even these 
schemes are manifestly incomplete and inadequate. 
— The great objection to them, however, is that a 
single party, or a single group of men, even if 
they are associated with the nation’s chief execu- 
tive, cannot, in the nature of things, approach 
such problems with the broadness of view which 
they require. The Republicans, by mandate of the 
voters of the country, will assume control of con- 
gress next March. Is it conceivable that they 
should be deprived of any voice in reconstruction 
legislation? Is there any justification for insist- 
ing that this important legislation should be deter- 
mined solely by a party that, with the exception of 
the administration proper, is shortly to go out of 
power? 

The Republicans, for their part, are not seeking 
to make reconstruction questions a matter of party 
legislation. It is proposed by the Cummins bill 
(which embodies the Republican program) to ap- 
point six joint congressiona? committees of ten 
members each. Until March 4 six members would 
be Democrats and four Republicans: after that 
date the ratio would be reversed. The Democrats, 
on the other hand, wish to confer blanket powers 
on the administration, the effect of which, of 
course, would be effectually to exclude Republicans 
from exercising any control. 

The problems of. reconstruction are essentially 
domestic, and the representatives of the whole 
people should participate in their solution. They 
require extensive legislative enactments, and these 
enactments must be made by congress. Both logic 
and precedent suggest that congress ought to ap- 
point its own committees to make the preliminary 
surveys and prepare the necessary, bills. The Cum. 
mins bill provides for these committees, and con- 
“sen gress ought to adopt some such program without 


KEEP THE DAYLIGHT. 


We will have many lessons out of the war, but! 
none better than that of more daylight. Congress 
should, by all means, make permanent the rule 
we followed during the summer, that of setting for 
ward the clock. 
It is doubtful if there ts a citizen who has not, 
by the example of last summer, been won over 
to the plan of more daylight. We have found that 
by leaving office and bench by the new hours there 
is still a half day for pleasure before dark; the 
morning is as bright as ever. In the winter there 
is nothing to be gained, but @ good deal to be lost, 
wherefore the daylight law finds its best applica. 
tion during the long days and short nights. Set- 
ting the clock forward in the winter only adds 
to the morning darkness and the need for more 
light and warmth, hence its umpracticalness. 3 
While there fs plenty of time and before the need 
arises for the legislation, congress should prepare 
law as @ permanent feature.

KEEPING THE BONDS, 

{From the Saturday Evening Post.] 
Thousands of small Liberty bonds. insecurely kept, 
have been lost or stolen. With probably 20,000,000 
small bond holders in the country, not a few banks— 
especially in the larger cities—are neglecting a duty 
and an opportunity. Every bank ought to provide 
safe, convenient means of keeping bonds for small 
holders free of charge, and advertise its willingness 
to keep them. Every bank, we believe, will keep a 
bond for a patron, however small his deposit; but 
every bondholder is a prospective bank patron. The 
expense of keeping his bond ts a good investment. 

But even that does not quite cover the situation. 
The government should do all it reasonably can to 


bankers’ committee surmises that $400,000,000 worth 
of Liberty bonds has already been exchanged for 
wildcat or dubious investments. Obviously, the gov- 
ernment should do what it can to discourage that 
and to protect ignorant small holders. After the war 
increased. 
The coupon bonds, payable to bearer, are 

able as readily as bank notes. Simply handing them 
over is all that is necessary. The treasury’ will now 
convert any coupon bond into a registered bond, 
which cannot be transferred except by an entry on 
the treasury’s books. Such bonds are safe from loss 
or theft. Generally speaking, the holder of a regis- 


holder of a coupon bond. 

But converting a coupon bend into a registered 
bond is now a process of some diffloulty tor the 
small holder and of some expense for carriage to 
Washington. We believe the treasury must work 
out a scheme for registering bonds at postoffices and 
paying the interest on them through postoffices. It 
would involve no little thought and labor, but it can 
be done. | 

Twenty million small bond holders, protected to the

| FRANCE OF TOMORROW DEVOTED TO U. S 


BY CHARLES N. WHEELER. 
{Special Cerrespdndence of The Tribune.) 


PARIS, Oct. 30.—The children of 
Wrance—every one of them—love the 
4mericans. And the big thought is 
that these child impressions will en- 
dure and the children of today will be 
the France of tomorrow. 

The American soldiers will have 
done their job and gone back home 
pefore the children have an oppor- 
tunity to discover whether there is any 
grossness in our natures. They will 
remember only the child’s impressions 
—that the doughboy came across the 
ocean with rifles and cannon and 
helped: to save France. They will re- 
member, too, that he brought food and 
good will, and that he toddled the chil- 
dren of France on his knee and gave 
them “souvenirs” — pennies — and 
chewing gum, and held them by the 
hand as they marched along the road. 

The present esteem France has for 
America is going to grow into an 
illimitable love as these children be- 
come the France of tomorrow. 


While the children always—since we 
got into the war—have been unwaver- 
ing friends, the situation was a bit 
ticklish in some of the provinces, due, 
it was suspected, to an insidious enemy 
propaganda. 

The story got about—peddled mostly 
by itinerant umbrella menders and oth- 
ers whose business never has been 
made quite clear—that the United 
States intended to remain in France 
after the war and that all these great 
works being established were to be per- 
manent and be held by the states until 
France had paid back her loan. One 
of the stories was that the states in- 
tended to retain a portion of France 
in payment for the help our armies 
had extended, in addition to * 
the payment ot the loan. 


Some slight resentment was caused 


| because of the rapidity with which the 


American army built up the great serv- 
ice of supplies. It was new to French 
peasants’ ideas. Time was the main 
thing, and the locating and.erecting of 
great storage depots was not to be de- 
layed by discussions. The work had 
to be done and many fine farms and 
vineyards had to give way for the 
needs of the army. 

It is all ironed out now—since July 
18, 1918. There is no resentment any- 
where. There is no misunderstand- 
ing. The enemy propaganda that 
sought to turn some of the peasant 
people against us failed woefully. 

And the children were right all the 
way through. 


There is not a spot In France today 
where the children do not show their 
affection for the doughboys. Riding 
along in convoys, in heavy trucks, in 


‘| fast automobiles, or walking the road- 


ways, it is one continuous manifesta- 
tion of the love of the children for the 
American. 

Near one of the largest camps in 
France, in the advance section, several 
thousand doughboys were having a 
Sunday holiday. The sun shone warm 
and bright and they scattered out over 
the fields. As far as one could see, 
almost, were American soldiers, saun- 
tering along the picturesque old canal 
or stretched out on the grass ot the 
broad valley. And dotted all over the 
scene were French children, running, 
romping, climbing over the doughboys, 
placing their tiny arms about their

necks and hanging on to their hands. 

Here and there could be seen a sol- 
dier holding a child at arm’s length 
above his head or pretending to run a 
race with one. The boys and some of 
the soldiers spied out the frogs along 
the canal or tossed rubber balls. The 
little girls, in their picturesque peasant 
garb, filled the air with their laughter 
and song. 

And over the other side of the hilis to 
the north every sign read: 

C'est la guerre!” 

At every railroad station the chfidren 
hold out their hands when they see 
an American and sing out Hilo“ and 

“ Good-by.” 

It is somewhat curious the way they 
make “ good-by ” serve for all forms of 
salutations. It seems it was the word 
they could pronounce well, and it was 
one of the first they heard the dough- 
boys use when they first came over. 
And all over France good-by serves 
for bon jour, bon soir, and bon nuit 


ward you. Nearer Paris and the fight- 


ing zone they are learning the distinc-/ 


tions between “good morning” and 
“ good-by,” but out in the provinces it 
is still“ good-by for good morning 
or “ good gfternoon. * 

Near the American camps the chil- 
dren almost live in the camps except 
for the/time they take for sleeping at 
home. The boys are all alike in France 
—admirers of the grown ups who go 
to war and fight for France. Some of 
the little fellows are amusing in their 
make believe uniforms, miniature 
“Red Devil” caps, and the soldierly| 
attitudes they strike. But there is a 
smile behind every action, for nowhere 
in the world probably ig there such a 
amile as abides in the heart of a 
French child. 


' , 

I was crossing France on the “ Amer. 
can special” the other day. We came 
down from one of the high regions just 
as dawn was breaking. As thé train 
wound down into the valley and fol- 
lowed a certain beautiful river we ran 
through smal! hamlets. 

The children were up with the sun, 
although many tousled heads bore evi-|, 
dence that they had not been up long. 
But they never missed waving their 
hands at this particular train, the port- 
ers said. 

This morning we saw many sleepy 
heads thrust out of little gable win- 
dows and heard the little voices calling 
and saw waving in little hands from 
nearly every gable window a small 
American flag. 

That was the morning greeting of the 
children of France! 

The martial spirit {s strong in these 
youngsters. I have seen tots not more 
than 4 years old stand at attention and 
salute as an American military car 
passed, and then, looking back as we 
whizzed past them, observe the big 
smile breaking over their faces. 

I was told by a Frenchman, an offi- 
cer in the French army, that these 
children reflected the spirit of their 
homes.
